walk'd out as far as her weak Legs would 
carry her, to view the Iſland, which ſeem'd 
of no ſmall Extent: Here the tound Fruits of 
divers Kinds, pleaſant and good, eſpecially 
Grapes, which, cho' wild, were of excellent 
Taſte; theſe the eat and brought home;

£ for which they give me Bread and Roots. 
& Thus have I lived theſe forty Years, daily

News; he conducted her to a Widow-wo- 
© man's Houſe where ſhe was to live till 
- © News could be got of me; there the help'd 
© to embroider Belts with this good Woman, 
© -who- maintain'd herſelf with that Work. 
© It was a great Way from Tunis to this 
© Place, and it was ſome time before any 
body could be found to go thither with 
© her, which the good Clementine could not 
© do himſelf, becauſe he could not leave his 
© fick Patient, Poor Macdonald died, before 
© -her Departure, of a Fever, occaſion d by 
a his great Loſs of Blood, and was very pe- 
E © nirent. The Clothes and Money he had 
were by the good Prieſt taken care of; who 
having paid the Country-man for Lodging 
E *©/and Diet for Mackdonald, gave the reſt to 
G C/arinda. She took leave of the generous 
1 Father with Tears, promiſing to return to 
him ſoon with me; he ſaid he would pro- 
vide for us to live. The good Widow loved 
cher much and invited her to live there again: 
The Woman's Son went with her, they 
F came ſafe ro Tunis, lodg'd ata poor Woman's 
Aha was kin to the Widow. Here they 
„ learn'd the News of Admela's Death, my 
1 Impriſonment and poor Condition. Clariu- 
Aa got the young Man ro enquire me out; 
© ati laſt he found and brought me to her, 
- ©-bur* when ſhe ſaw me in o miſerable a 
light, a Clog chain'd ro my Leg, my beg- 
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garly Habit and alrer'd Face, no Words 
can expreſs her Concern ; yet our Souls 
leaped for Joy. We kiſsd, embraced, 
and wept; ſo moving was the Scene, the 
poor Country-man and Woman of the 
Houſe could not refrain from 'Tears. She 
told me what a Retreat was provided us; 
but I tear'd being purſued, and thought 
it was better for me to ſtay at Tunis. We 
rook a Lodging in this Woman's Houſe, 
the promiting to procure Needle-work tor 
Clarinda, to help maintain us. In few 
Days the honeſt Country-man went home, 
carrying a Letter trom us ro the good 
Father, full of our Acknowledgments. And 
thus we lived for ten Months, in Which 
Time Carinda found herſelf with Child. 
We lived very poorly ; and no Hopes of 
Freedom appearing, at laſt I reſolved, 
ſhe importuning me, to file off my Fet- 
ter and ſteal away to the Widow's Houle, 
where ſhe could lie-in more convenient- 
ly, and with Clementine the pious Prieſt's 
Aſſiſtance, be better ſupply d with Ne- 
ceſſaries. We had little Money, no Guide, 
and travell'd on Foot moſtly in the Night, 
fearing to be obſerved an 0e in 
the Day. We 1oon loſt our Way, an 
wandering about, came to the Wood 
where you found us. Here poor Clarinda 
fell into the Pains of Child-birth, and 
was deliver d of a dead Child, which 
was doubtleſs loſt for want of Help. 1

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„did all I was able to aſſiſt and comfort 
'© her, but ſhe was now in ſo weak 
Condition as render'd her unable to go 
'©-from this. difmal Place. All I could do 
Was to wander in rhe neighbouring V1l- 
© Tages to ſeek for Food to ſuſtain our 
Lives. In this Condition God ſent you 
© to us; and now if he aſſiſts us to get ſate 
to France again, Clariuda and J are de- 
© termin'd to do Penance for our paſt Sins, 
© and if a Diſpenſation cannot be granted, 
© part for ever: I will return to ſerve my 
© God at the Altar, and ſhe to her peace- 
© ful Convent, to waſh away our Stains 
© and Overſights with Tears, to obtain a 
© happy Death, and riſe again to everlaſting 
© Peace and Glory. Thus he ended his 
moving Relation, which drew Tears from 
every Eye. The Lords and Ladies careſs d 
them both in an extraordinary Manner, and 
the Praiſes of the good Father Clementine 
were confirm'd by every Tongue. And now 
the Count de Hautwille call'd for Wine to 
refreſh rhe Gentleman, whoſe Name they 
now knew to be Monſieur de Chateau- 
Roial.
